GENERAL INFORMATION. 


EXAMINATIONS, ETC. 


All students before being ranked in the “Junior Year Prepara- 
tory” [see Course of Study] must be at least twelve years of age, 
aud have a knowledge of the primary branches, including orthog- 
raphy, reading in the ordinary school book, intellectual and prac- 
tical arithmetic. descriptive geography, U. S. history, and gram- 
mur through etymology. Classes are regularly formed in the 
studies just named for those needing elementary drill to prepare 
them for the Preparatory Course proper. Students, without 
examination, can enter these elementary classes and prepare 
- themselves for examination for promotion.. 

ADMISSION AS FRESHMEN.—Candidates for admission to 
Freshman class must be at least fourteen years of age, and be 
examined in all the studies of the Preparatory course, or their 
equivalent. Candidates for advanced standing must pass ex- 
amination in all studies of the course preceding, and be graded 
according to the judgment of the faculty. 

A student may be ranked provisionally as Freshman who is 
conditioned in two studies, each of a single term, but unless the 
conditions are removed by an examination in the two studies 
during the Freshman year, he shall not be advanced to Sopho- 
more standing. 

ADVANCED STANDING.—-Candidates for advanced standing 
must be examined in all the studies of the course preceding or 
their equivalent—but may be provisionally ranked in any under- 
graduate class (Sophomore, Junior or Senior) provided they lack 
only two studies (each of a single term), but shall not be ad- 
vanced to the next year till they pass an examination in the two 
conditioned studies. No promotion to an advanced class shall 
be recognized as valid without the previous announcement of the 
same by the Secretary of Faculty or the President. 

MINIMUM OF PERCENTAGE.—AIl standing is given in per cent. 
Any student making less than 60 per cent, in recitation is not 
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admitted to examination, and any student making less than 60 
per cent. in the examination shall be counted as having failed, 
and shall be required’ to be re-examined. ‘To attain first-class 
- honors in any. study, department or year, the candidate must 
make at least 90 per cent. in the examination. Tu attain second- 
class honors, he must make at least 80 per cent. 

Bs@sTo prevent inferior or mediocre students from making first 
or second class honors, a certain number of questions will be 
placed on cach examination paper of such a ‘character as only 
students deserving Ist or 2d class honors are expected to 
answer, 

TIME OF EXAMINATIONS. —The regular time of examination is 
at the close of each term. For the convenience of those failing 
at the regular examinations, and for others, a Supplemental Ex- 
amination is held the first Friday in each term. 

APPLICATIONS FOR EXAMINATIONS.—AI] applications for ex- 
aminations must be sent by non-enrolled candidates with a fee of 
$1.00 to the Secretary of Faculty, five days before the time of 
examination. Enrolled. students desiring supplemental exami- 
nations must apply five days. before time of examination. 
Students absent from a regular examination on account of sick- 
ness or other necessary cause, shall pay only half rates for sup* 
plemental examinations. Regular examinations are free to en- 
rolled students. For supplemental Examinations, a fee of one 
dollar is charged. 

ABSENCE FROM EXAMINATIONS.--Any student wilfully ab- 
senting himself from the regular examination, if not an under- 
graduate shall receive 10 demerits, and if an undergraduate, he 
shall be marked zero for his examination and be required to take 
a supplemental examination the next term of his attendance. 


WRITTEN EXAMINATIONS.—AIl examinations, so far as the 
subject admits, must’ be written. An examination to be valid 
-must be written in presence of a professor of Hedding College or 
an Examiner appointed: by the Faculty. Any candidate using 
any dishonest means.to answer any question shall be marked 
zero in that study, and any candidate helping or attempting to 
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help another in examination, shall be marked zero in the study 
in which he is under examination at the time of the offense. 

CERTIFICATES OF STANDING.—-Students are exempted from 
examination in studies covered by accepted certificates of stand- 
ing from other educational institutions and officers. 

STANDING PUBLISHED —The standing of all students who 
have been examined will be announced on the bulletin board 
signed by the Secretary, and will be furnished .to pare ots or 
guardians on application. 

SFANDING RECORDED.—The standing of all students te 
have been examined will be reported in the Faculty meeting and 
will be recorded in the Secretary's books, and the standing of all 
students who have made the required minimum (60 per cent. ) 
will be recorded by the Secretary in the Hedding College Record. 

STANDING FOR PRIZES OR MEDALS.—No candidate shall be 
eligible to win a prize or medal wh» has not made an average of 
at least 80 per cent. 

FIRST AND StCOND CLASS HoNORS.—Students winning First 
or Second-Class Honors in any subject or department in.exami- 
nation will be announced in the Annual Catalogue. 

AMOUNT EXAMINED.—The examination shall be based on the 
number of pages or chapters of text-book prescribed in the Curri- 
culum, published in the Catalogue of Hedding College, . 

NON-R»SIDENT CANDIDATES not less than 28 years of age, 
and otherwise qualified, may be admitted to a final examination 
for the Degree of A. b., Ph. B., or B. S. 


ELECTIVE STUDIES. 


Ladies or gentlemen who do not wish to become candidates 
for a degree, may be admitted to any regular classes, provided 
their proficiency is such as not to embarrass the progress of such 
classes. 

REGISTRATION, ETC.

required. A certificate of honorable dissmission will be required 
of students coming from other colleges. Before admission to 
recitation, the student shall. satisfactorily arrange his tuition bill

THE CURRICULUM 
embraces three carefully arranged Courses of Study, viz: The 
Scientific, the Latin Scientific and the Classical. The time nec- 
essary for completing the course is six years, including the Pre- 
paratory BY CAREFUL COMPARISON, IT IS FOUND THAT OUR 
REQUIREMENTS FOR GRADUATION ARE EQUAL TO THOSE OF 
OTHER FIRST-CI.LASS COLLEGES OF THE STATE. 
DEGREES. 

On the completion of any of the Courses of Study, and a satis- 
factory examination in the same, the following Degrees will be 
conferred: For the Classica!, Bachelor of Arts; tor the Latin 
Scientific, Bachelor of Vhilosophy; for Scientific, Bachelor of 
Science. After three years in honorable employment and general 
reading, the following degrees in cursu will be conferred: Master 
of Arts, Master of Philosophy, and Master in Science. 

The following resolution has been adopted by the Faculty and 
Trustees : 


RESOLVED, That all applicants for Masters’ sO TOes be required to 
forward their application to the President of the Faculty, a¢companied 
by the requisite fee (five dollars) at least six weeks before Commence 
ment. 


THE MENTAL AND MORAL SCIENCES, 
together with Theology, Political Economy, Civil Government 
and Logic are taught in a thorough and comprehensive manner, 
Text-books are used, courses uf selected reading are urged upon 
the student’s attention, and class room discussions are so con-. 
ducted as to apply the abstract principles of philosophy to the ~ 
problems of every-day life and practice. 


MATHEMATICAL DEPARTMENT, 


The branches of mathematics laid down in the respective 
courses have in view a proper and harmonious development of the 
reasoning powers. For extent and thoroughness, our courses 
compare favorably with those of similar institutions, 
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THE NATURAL SCIENCES 
occupy considerable prominence in our courses of scudy. Geology, 
Zoology, Chemistry, Physics, “lineralogy and Botany are so 
taught that they are looked upon by the students not as mere 
facts and theories, but as related to dependent truths that con- 
stitute parts of the marvelous and harmonious whole. Experi- 
ments are performed before the class, and specimens from the 
field and cabinet exhibited, with a view of combining the practi- 
cal and the theoretical. Students will be expected to become 
fumiliar with nature itself, and make original investigations and 
collections in the various branches of science. 

ELEMENTARY PIIILOSOPHY occupies two terms in the 2d 
year preparatory. Olmstead’s Luell’s text-book is used. 

ELEMENTARY PHYSIOLOGY is assigned to the first term of the 
Ist year preparatory. Hutchinson’s text-book is used. . This 
study in an advanced form is pursued during the second term of 
the Sophomore year. Huxley & Yeoman’s text-book—supple- 
mented by a course of lectures by Dr. Reece on Anatomy and 
tlygiene. A series of transparencies colored from life and highly 
magnified are projected upon a screen to illustrate human and 
comparative anatomy. 

DESCRIPTIVE ASTRONOMY is taught in the 2d year prepara- 
tory, using Steele’s New Astronomy, and illustrated with a large 
number of Astronomical diagrams, etc. 

BOTANY is studied in the Spring term of the Sophomore year, 
using Gray’s text-book and manual for determination of order, 
genus, and species. Every student will be required to prepare a 
herbarium of specimens of native plants. 

ZOOLOGY, Tenney’s Elements, occupies a single term in the 
Senior year. And frequent dissections will be performed by the 
teacher and members of the class for illustration. 

ELEMENTARY CHEMISTRY, Shepard, is placed in the fal] term 
of the Junior year. And in the same term of the Senior year 
careful attention will be given to the elements of chemical analy- 
sis, quantitative and qualitative, in a well equipped work room. 

MINERALOGY, in connection with Geology, will take the Win- 
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ter and Spring terms of the Senior year, Winchell’s Geological 

Studies being employed as a text-book and guide. Much atten- 

tions will be given to collection of specimens, mineral determina- 

tion, and the construction of Geological sections and maps. 
MUSEUM. 

The nucleus of a museum has been formed, and the specimens 
have been carefully classified and labeled, with the view of mak- 
ing the collections as valuable as possible for illustration. The 
Smithsonian Institute has lately donated a collection of fishes 
from the Pacific coast. The same institution has also given a 
collection representing marine invertebrates and others are prom- 
ised. A small cabinet of three hundred specimens to illustrate 
Mineralogy was donated by the Geology class of 1883. Donations 
-are invited, especially the following : 


Prehistoric remains, samples of rocks, fossils, ores, vertebrate skulls, 
mounted birds, insects, truncheons of native trees and pressed plants to 
illustrate the flora of the state. 


APPARATUS. 


A first-class Stereopticon is used, for exhibiting with the Drum- 
mond light, photographic transparencies to represent various ob- 
jects in Astronomy, Philosophy, Human Anatomy, Insect. Life 
and Natural Scenery. 

There is also included a valuable surveyor’s compass with at- 
tachable telescope, the yift of the class of 81 for field work in sur- 
veying. | | 

Students’ desks are placed in the Chemical laboratory, and at 
these the students, under the direction of the teacher, perform 
Chemical and Philosophical experiments, and engage in the 
analysis of Minerals and Chemical substances. 

Generous Alumni and friends have donated some hundreds of 
dollars for Chemical, Physical and Optical Apparatus which has 
been purchased in 1888 and 13889. 


LATIN AND GREEK. 
This department includes systematic instruction in the Lan- 


guage, Literature, History, Mythology and Archeology of Greece 
and Rome. 
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During the first year, especial attention is given to forms and 
the analysis of sentences. The second year is given to syntacti- 
cal drill, with the object of enabling the student to enjoy the au- 
thors of the latter part of the course as works of art. 

Classical Geography is taught from wall-maps during recitation. 

History, Archelogy and Mythology are developed by parallel 
courses of reading and recitation lectures. ~ 

Great attention is given to comparative Grammar, and the in- 
fluence of Latin and Greek upon English. 

FHE MODERN LANGUAGES. 


In this department of our work the theoretical and practical 
methods are combined. The philological features of the German 
and French languages and their relations to cognate languages 
are traced with great care Various practical exercises in conver- 
sation and writing, and the study of classical, scientific and artis- 
tic literature, increase the interest taken by the student, and en- 
hance the value of the instruction imparted. 


HISTORY AND ENGLISH LITERATURE. 


This department includes English Language and Literature, 


Ancient, Medizval and Modern History, also the History of Civ- 
ilization. 

Selections from leading English and American authors will be 
used in connection with the text book. While due attention will 
always be devoted to the Facts of History, great prominence will 
be given to its Philosophy 

ELOCU TION 
is prvvided for in our courses of study, and students of all grades 
are requested to avail themselves of the facilities offered, without 
extra fee. Special instruction will be given at reasonable rates. 


PAINTING AND FINE ARTS. 


This department will be in the hands of a master. Special 
attention will be given to these necessary branches of culture, by 
an artist of high repute. 

RELIGIOUS CHARACTER OF HEDDING. 
Hedding College is under the control of the “CENTRAL ILLINIOS 
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CONFERENCE” of the Methodist Episcopal Church, but is 
attended by students of all Christian Denominations, as there 
are no sectarian tests or conditions required. The moral and 
religious culture of the student is recognized by the authorities 
of the College as a matter of vital importance. While sectarian- 
ism is excluded, the Faculty earnestly strive to inculcate the 
principles not only of a pure morality, but also of evangelical 
Christianity. On all proper occasions, personal efforts are made 
to lead the students into a noble life, and a mature Christian 
character. 

A daily prayer-meeting is held at 11:30 a. m. Students are 
required to attend the ordinary services of the house of God on 
the Sabbath. | 


THE “Y, M. AND Y. W. C. A.” ASSOCIATIONS. 


These religious organizations among the students are eminent- 
ly satisfactory in the results already obtained. They unite the 
whole religious element of the College, conduct the daily prayer- 
meeting, and hold regular weekly, and other stated meetings, 
which are highly beneficial to the religious character of the 
College. This affords an extra inducement to parents who de- 
sire to have their young people surrounded by wholesome religi- 
ous influences. 

LIBRARIES. 

1. COLLEGE LIBRARY.—This Library, tree to students, con- 
tains a large number of public documents, both State and Na- 
tional, together with cyclopedias and a variety of well-selected 
volumes for general reading. We need, however, great additional 
outlay to make this library all that it ought to be. We invite 
the attention of liberal friends to this want of our College. 

2. SOCIETY LIBRARIES.—Each of the two Literary Societies 
has a good library, to which its members have free access.

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A reduction of one-half in tuition is made for the minor sons 
and daughters of ministers in the regular work, and also for all 
licentiates for the Christian ministry. 


BOARD AND ROOM RENT. 


Board can be obtained in private families, with furnished rooms, 
at prices from $3.00 to $4.00 per week. Many board themselves 
at less than half the above rates. During the last year, board- 
ing clubs of students have greatly reduced the expense of board. 

Boarding places of the students will be subject to inspection 
by the President and Faculty. Parents can easily estimate from 
the above item the necessary expenses of pupils. Experience 
has abundantly shown that it is unwise for parents or guardians 
to place in hands of minor students means much beyond their 
necessary outlay. Spare money for luxuries is only a damage to 
the student, and an injury to the government of the school. We 
advise parents to require of their children a monthly Holla re- 
port of expenses. 

GOVERNMENT. 


The following Rules and Regulations have been adopted by 
the Faculty and approved by the Board of Trustees: 


1. REGISTRATION.—Each student will be expected to register and 
obtain either a tuition receipt or a delay permit from the Treasurer of 
the Faculty, before he is admitted to classes. Students having regis- 
tered, will be considered members of the College until their relations 
are regularly severed, and will be expected to ve present from the begin- 
ning to the close of the term. Unexcused absences will incur demerits 
or suspension. . 

2. REFUNDING MONEY.—Students leaving College, except for 
severe sickness, and those making changes from one department. to: an- 
other, will not have money refunded. 

3. ATTENDANCE.—AII students are required to attend the aay 
recitations, the daily Chapel exercises, and Church twice on the Sab- 
bath. 

4. RHETORICAL WORK.—AII students, unless excused for cause, 
will be required to take part in such rhetorical exercises as the Faculty 
may direct. 

5. EXAMINATIONS.—AI] examinations for rank are written. No 
student will be granted a special examination exeept by the permission 
of the- Faculty and for urgent reasons: - | 
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6. SOCIAL PRIVILEGES.—Gentlemen are allowed to escort ladies 
to Societies, and other proper assemblies and entertainments; but it is 
expected that they will not otherwise keep company, except by special 
permission. 

7. DEPORTMENT.—Gentlemanly and lady-like conduct is expected 
at all times. In Chapel, no unnecessary communications are to be 
made, no lessons are to be studied, or books or papers read during the 
devotional exercises, and each student is required to sit in his own div- 
ision. In the halls, no loud talking, noise or scuffling will be permitted 
during recitations hours; at all times proper decorum must be observed; 
Each Professor will have jurisdiction in his own department to correct 
offenses, unless deemed flagrant, when the President or Faculty will 
hear the case. In the Reading Room, quiet and decorum must be ob- 
served, no papers are to be removed from the racks, or periodicals from 
the room, and no cutting or defacing reading matter will be allowed. 
Defacing or injuring the college buildings or property will not be al- 
lowed. ) 

8. TOBACCO.—It will be considered a misdemeanor for any student 
to use tobacco within the College building. 

9. STUDIES.—No student will be allowed to pursue less than three 
studies, or more than four, or to change his course, or drop or change 
any study, without the approval of the Faculty. 

10. EXCUSES.—Application for. excuses for absence from Church, 
Chapel, Recitation, or from the city, must be made to the President or 
Preceptress. Excuses for absence from class must be presented to the 
instructors in such classes before taking effect. Except in urgent cases, 
absences reported to the Facuity cannot be excused after one week 
from the time of such report. 

11. ABSENCES AND DEMERITS.—For each absence from Church, 
Chapel or Recitation, one demerit will be charged, and for each failure 
in Rhetorical work three demerits. When the demerits of any student 
amount to five he will receive notice from the Secretary; when they 
amount to ten the student will receive public censure, when they reach 
fifteen the student will be liable to suspension. Demerit marks less 
than five in number are cancelled at the end of each term. ‘Three tardy 
marks equal one absence. Absence from town without permission, also 
irregular or disorderly conduct shall count one or more demerits, at the 
discretion of the Faculty. 

12. Students in the Music and Commercial Departments, boarding in 
Abingdon, will be subject to the same rules and regulations as students 
in the Literary department, excepting Rules 4 and 9 and that part of 
Rule 1 which refers to paying tuition to the Treasurer of Faculty. 


THE PRECEPTRESS 


will give careful attention to all the interests of young ladies who 
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enter our halls. Parents and guardians may rest assured that 
the utmost care will be exercised over the young ladies of the 
institution, to secure the discipline and refinement required tor 
moving in the best of society. 


LOCATION, GROUNDS AND BUILDING. 


Abingdon, where Hedding College is located, is a city of about 
2,500 inhabitants, at the crossing of two great thoroughfares—the 
C., B. © Q. and Iowa Central railroads- and surrounded by a 
country unsurpassed for fertility and rural beauty. Being per- 
fectly free from drinking saloons, billiard halls and other similar 
allurements to vice, Abingdon has long been regarded as an ad- 
mirable location for a College. Parents and guardians will do 
well to note these facts. We have Prohibition in Abingdon, no 
liquor being sold within many miles. 

The campus is delightfully located on an elevation in the north- 
western part’of the city. ‘lhe building, which is an honor to the 
Trustees and patrons who have erected it, furnishes ample accom- 
modations. The grounds, during thirty-three ) ears, have been so 
improved as to make a beautiful campus, shaded with forest trees 
and evergreens, and blooming with flowers. 


LITERARY SOCIETIES. 


The Oliniana and the Lincolnian Societies occupy halls beauti- 
fully finished and furnished at their own expense, with valuable 
libraries, piano fortes, etc. Gentlemen and ladies meet together 
in these societies upon an equality, as in the recitation room. 
This arrangement has been found to be productive of a high 
standard of literary merit in the society exercises, and also to add 
to the quiet and order of the society meeting. 

Both society halls of late have been decorated and otherwise 
improved at large expense by the societies. 


MUSICAL ACADEMY, 


The Musical Department of Hedding College is in every re- 
spect a complete School of Music. The system of instruction is 


ay 
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thorough and practical for Piano, Organ and Voice. Rooms are 
neatly furnished and provided with instruments for the use of 
students. Students completing any of the courses in music will 
receive Diplomas. The time usually required is three years; ad- 
vanced pupils may finish the course in less time. Attention is 
invited to this department as affording special opportunities not 
only in music but in general literary culture. The success of this 
department has been very marked, especially during the past year. 

The instructions in both Vocal and Instrumental Music are 
thorough and skillful. We call the attention of patrons desiring 
special opportunity for culture in music to the great success of
